Attached  you  will  find  Rating  Reports  for  Project  Selection  for  two 
programs  for  which  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  intends  to 
request  assistance  under  the  Legacy  of  Parks  Program.   These  programs 
include  open  space  development  of  several  sites  totalling  3.2  acres 
in  the  Brunswick-King  area  of  the  Model  Cities  neighborhood,  and  of  a 
single  site  of  approximately  1.3  acres  in  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal 
Project  Area.   The  latter  site,  known  as  Parcel  12,  was  not  included 
in  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  has  never  been  included  in 
budgets  for  the  South  End  Project.   Its  service  area  would  extend 
beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  Renewal  Project  area. 

The  total  cost  of  acquisition  and  development  of  these  areas  is 
$729,380,  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  will  be  requesting 
a  grant  of  $364,690  from  HUD.   In  evaluating  each  program  according 
to  HUD's  project  selection  system,  we  have  arrived  at  the  following 
scores:

A.  Relationship  to  Program  Objectives 
1.  Local  Effort  and  Coordination 

a.  Budget  and  CIP

The  Parcel  12  Open  Space  Program  is 
not  within  Boston's  Model  Cities  Area. 

c.  Local  Regulatory  Measures 

The  following  regulatory  measures  are  in 
effect  within  the  City  of  Boston  to  improve 
and  protect  the  quality  of  the  environment. 

1)  Planned  Unit  Development 

The  Boston  Zoning  Code  provides 
for  the  establishment  of  zoning 
sub  districts  called  Planned 
Development  Areas.  The  estab- 
lishment of  such  a  district  is 
dependent  upon  review  and  approval  , 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
of  development  plans  for  the  area 
indicating  location  and  appearance 
of  structures,  open  space,  and 
other  pertinent  information. 

2)  Relaxation  of  Setback  and  Height 

Controls 
In  Planned  Development  Areas, 
setback  and  height  regulations  can 
be  relaxed  to  provide  open  space. 

3)  Ordinance  to  Protect  Historic  Sites 

and  Buildings 
The  Beacon  Hill  Historic  District 
and  the  Back  Bay  Residential  District, 
each  administered  by  a  separate  archi- 
tectural commission,  were  created  by 
statute  to  control  exterior  architectural 
features  in  areas  which  are  considered 
to  be  of  historic,  cultural,  or  archi- 
tectural importance  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
The  Boston  Landmarks  Commission  has 
submitted  legislation  which,  if  enacted, 
would  facilitate  the  designation  of 
additional  sites  and/or  areas  for 
similar  protection.

4)  Sign  Control 

The  Boston  Zoning  Code  sets  forth 
regulations  for  signs  in  residential 
and  local  business  districts.  The 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and 
the  Law  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  have  drafted  a  new  sign  control 
ordinance  with  more  extensive  regu- 
lations which  is  expected  to  be  enacted 
in  1972. 

Low  and  Moderate  Income  Housing 

Parcel  12  is  in  close  proximity  to,  and 
will  serve  the  residents  of,  151  units  of 
low-moderate  income  housing  assisted  under 
the  236  subsidized  housing  program  and 
recently  completed. 

An  additional  120  units  of  low-moderate 
income  housing  are  planned  for  sites  within 
2  blocks  (less  than  1/4  mile)  of  parcel  12. 


2.  Projects  Ability  to  Meet  Open  Space  Needs  SCORE

Parcel  12  in  the  South  End  is  a  vacant        2 
piece  of  land  of  uneven  terrain,  partly 
overgrown  with  weeds  and  an  unattractive 
setting  for  adjacent  residential  properties. 

Contrary  to  the  South  End  Renewal  Plan 
concept  of  a  "gateway"  or  positive  element 
on  this  site,  this  vacant  land  on  the 
boundary  of  the  area  establishes  an  un- 
favorable image  of  the  neighborhood. 

Park  development  of  parcel  12  will 
return  this  land  to  a  positive,  productive 
use  and  will  improve  the  overall  appearance 
of  the  neighborhood.

Within 
the  service  area  of  the  proposed  park/play- 
ground open  space  is  provided  at  a  ratio  of 
less  than  .15  acre  per  1000  population.

Approximately  5,000  persons  now  live  within 
the  service  area  of  the  proposed  park/playground. 
According  to  U.  S.  Census  figures,  the  median 
family  income  of  these  residents  was  $3,650  in 
1960.  An  additional  450  persons  are  expected 
to  occupy  housing  recently  completed  under  the 
236  program  and  within  1-2  blocks  of  the  site. 

c.  Patterns  of  Urban  Growth  5 

Withholding  this  site  from  residential 
development  will  help  to  relieve  the  density 
in  this  neighborhood--which  is  one  of  the 
more  dense  areas  of  the  city. 


B.  GENERAL  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  OBJECTIVES  SCORE 

1.  Local  Equal  Employment  and  Entrepreneurial  Effort 

a.  Previous  Program  Experience 

1)  Training  and  Employment  Opportunities  for 

Minorities  3 

The  City  of  Boston  is  presently  involved 
in  a  full-range  of  local,  state  and  federal 
training  and  employment  programs  for  dis- 
advantaged and  minority  persons.  In  fiscal 
year  1970,  for  example,  the  City  of  Boston 
spent  $52  million  in  Federal  monies  for 
training  and  employment  programs.  Relatively 
superior  opportunities  for  minority  persons 
are  provided  in  Boston.  In  a  typical  month, 
November,  1971,  85%  of  the  new  enrol  lees 
in  ABCD  programs  were  minority  individuals.

Other  important  contributions  to  training 
and  employment  opportunities  for  minorities 
in  Boston  are  sponsored  by  Boston's  Model 
Cities  Program. 

Model  Cities  is  required  by  a  HUD  directive 
(CDA  Letter  #11)  to  give  Model  Neighborhood 
Residents  (MNRs)  preference  in  all  employment 
generated  by  Model  Cities.  This  includes 
staff,  sub-contractors,  the  citizen's  partici- 
pation group,  and  construction  activity.  Since 
71%  of  the  Model  Neighborhood  is  minority,  this 
policy  is  virtually  the  same  as  a  minority 
employment  policy.

2)  Business  Opportunities  for  Minorities  3 

The  City  of  Boston  has  established  within 
the  Office  of  Human  Rights  an  Economic 
Development  Program  to  assist  minority 
entrepreneurs  in  obtaining  loans,  negotiating 
contracts,  locating  sites,  etc.  The  major 
public  activity  at  the  local  level  is  in 
the  Economic  Planning  and  Development  Program 
of  the  Model  Cities  Agency. 


The  Boston  Model  City  Agency  has  contracted 
with  the  Community  Development  Corporation  of 
Boston,  Inc.,  (CCDC)  to  foster  business  oppor- 
tunities for  minority  residents.  At  the 
present,  CDC  is  funded  entirely  by  the  Model 
City  Agency  which  has  provided  over  a  million 
dollars  to  the  CDC. 

The  CDC  aids  both  the  existing  and  potential 
businessman  in  solving  his  business  problems. 
The  CDC  may  provide  technical  assistance,  finan- 
cial assistance  (loans  and  equity  investments)  or 
a  combination  of  technical  and  financial  assistance, 
This  program  is  geared  toward  aiding  the  local 
businessman  who  is  unable  to  get  assistance  from 
other  conventional  sources.  Thus,  the  program 
attempts  to  remedy  the  many  business  inequities 
suffered  by  the  minority  businessman  and  provide 
him  with  an  opportunity  to  succeed.  Model  Cities 
has  a  contract  with  Contractors  Association  of 
of  Boston  to  provide  local  Black  contractors  with 
technical  assistance. 

Also  located  in  Boston  is  Circle  Associates, 
which  among  other  branches  has  one  devoted 
toward  providing  venture  capital  to  minority 
businessmen.  In  June  of  1971,  the  Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity  funded  Circle  with  one 
million  dollars  to  be  used  as  venture  capital 
for  the  next  two  years. 

Circle  Associates  has  also  received  funds 
from  the  Economic  Development  Administration 
of  the  Department  of  Commerce.  These  funds  have 
been  for  the  creation  of  the  Small  Business 
Development  Center,  an  educational  institution 
which  offers  courses  geared  to  the  needs  of  the 
minority. 

3)  Affirmative  Action  Taken  within  Applicants      4

The  BRA  requires  affirmative  action  plans 
from  all  developers  with  whom  it  signs  Land 
Disposition  Agreements.   In  addition,  under 
the  Emergency  Employment  Act,  funded  by  the 
Department  of  Labor,  the  City  of  Boston  has 
established  minimum  minority  hiring  goals  as 
follows:  56%  of  section  five  and  48%  of 
section  six  job  slots  will  be  filled  by 
minority  persons.

The  Mayor's  Office  has  been  involved 
in  this  program  from  the  earliest  community 
meetings  concerning  the  disposition  of 
Parcel  12  and  has  assisted  the  BRA  in 
obtaining  widespread  representation  from 
the  community.

Low  and  moderate  income  housing  is 
being  significantly  expanded  in  Boston.

As  shown  on  Table  One,  there  are  23,685 
units  of  low  to  moderate 'income  housing  in 
Boston.  At  present,  an  additional  4,499  units 
are  under  construction,  and  the  BRA  is  aware 
of  approximately  8,357  units  that  are  in 
various  stages  of  planning  and  development. 
Within  the  Model  Cities  area  over  1,000 
dwelling  units  of  FHA  23b  housing  have  been 
or  are  in  the  process  of  being  rehabilitated. 
This  has  greatly  increased  the  supply  of 
low  and  moderate  income  housing  in  a  non- 
discriminatory way. 

b.  Dispersion  4 

The  City  of  Boston  is  taking  concrete 
steps  to  expand  low  income  housing  outside 
areas  of  concentration  of  economically 
disadvantaged  or  minority  citizens. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is 
currently  sponsoring  an  infill  housing 
program  consisting  of  1,000  units  of  low 
income  housing  throughout  the  City  on  vacant 
parcels  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston.  As  shown 
on  Map  1,  many  of  these  sites  are  outside  of 
areas  where  low  income  persons  are  currently 
concentrated.  To  date,  the  BRA  has  contracted 
with  two  developers  to  build  401  units. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  currently 
implementing  a  program  of  locating  low  income 
elderly  housing  outside  of  areas  of  high  concen- 
tration of  low  income  persons.  These  sites 
are  shown  on  Map  1.  To  date,  484  of  these 
units  are  being  developed.

At  the  present,  CDC  is  funded  entirely  by  the 
Model   City  Agency  which  has  provided  over  a 
million  dollars  to  the  CDC. 

The  CDC  aids  both  the  existing  and  potential 
businessman  in  solving  his  business   problems. 
■  The  CDC  may  provide  technical   assistance,   finan- 
cial  assistance    (loans  and  equity  investments)  or 
a  combination  of  technical    and  financial   assistance. 
This  program  is  geared  toward  aiding  the  local 
businessman  who  is  unable  to  get  assistance  from 
other  conventional   sources.     Thus,   the  program 
attempts  to  remedy  the  many  business  inequities 
suffered  by  the  minority  businessman  and  provide 
him  with  an  opportunity  to  succeed.     Model    Cities 
has  a  contract  with  Contractors  Association  of 
of  Boston  to  provide  local    Black  contractors  with 
technical   assistance. 

Also  located  in  the  Model   City  Area   is  Circle 
Associates,   which  among  other  branches  has  one 
devoted  toward   providing  venture  capital   to  the 
Roxbury  Area,      In  June  of  1971,  the  Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity  funded  Circle  with  one 
million  dollars  to   be  used  as   venture  capital 
for  the  next  two  years   to  stimulate  the  Roxbury 
economy. 
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Circle  Associates  has  also  received  funds  from 
the  Economic  Development  Administration  of  the 
Department  of  Com:nerce.     These  funds   have  been 
for  the  creation  of  the  Small   Business  Develop- 
ment Center;   an  educational    institution  which 
offers  courses  geared  to  the  needs  of  the 
minority. 

3)     Affirmative  Action  Taken  within  Applicants 
Own  Employment  for  minorities 

The  BRA  requires  affirmative  action  plans 
from  all    developers  with  whom  it  signs  Land 
Disposition  Agreements.     In  addition,   under 
the  Emergency  Employment  Act,  the  City  of 
Boston  has  agreed  to  establish  minimum  hiring 
goals  as  follows:     56%  of  the  total  work   force 
under  Section  5  and  48%  under  Section  6. 

The  CDA  11  policies  and  procedures  described 
in  part  one   (1)   above  apply  similarly  to 
Model   Cities  Agency  staff.     As  of  September, 
1971,  the  staff  breakdown  was:     65%  Black, 
30%  White,  5%  Spanish  speaking  and  other. 
Also,  47%  of  MCA's  staff  is  made  up  of 
Model   Neighborhood  residents.     Residents 
are  given  preference  in  hiring  and  promotions; 
Model   Cities   reports  to  HUD  quarterly  on 
progress  towards  employment  goals;  we  are 
v/orking  on  civil   service  reform  so  as  to 
provide  more  permanent  employment  options 
for  staff  and  expand  the  impact  of  the 
preference  policy.

d.     Participation  in  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
The  City  of  Boston  has  three  voting  members 
on  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council   of 
Boston: 

1)  The  Mayor  of  Boston 

2)  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 

3)  The  Cotimissioner  of  Boston's  Public 
Works  Department 

Each  of  the  above  is  represented  at  all   MAPC 
meetings  and  participates  actively  in  all   MAPC 
activities.     A  cooperation  agreement  is  in 
effect  betv/een  the  Model   Cities  Program  and 
Action  for  Boston   Conmunity  Development   (ABCD) 
to  avoid  duplication  of  programs.     All   Model 
City  programs  are  submitted  yearly  to  the 
MAPC  and  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Planning 
and  Program  Coordination.     These  agencies 
review  the  Model    City  programs,  can  recommend 
changes,  and  advise  HUD  as  to  the  desirability 
of  the  yearly  program.     Model   Cities  and  the 
.  .   City  of  Boston  also  participate  in  area-wide 
planning  through  the  Boston  Transportation 
Planning  Review,  the  Metropolitan  Bay  Transit 
Authority,  and  the  Metropolitan  District 
Conmission.

a.  Local    Coniiiitment  4 

The  office  of  Mayor  Kevin  H.   White, 
the  Director  of  the  Boston  Model    Cities 
Agency,   his  staff,  and  the  professional 
staff  of  the  BRA  on  planning  for  the 
Brunswick-King  Open  Space  Program. 

Much  of  the  raw  data  and  research  for 
this  application  was  extropolated  from  the 
Brunswick-King  Survey  and  Planning  application 
submitted  to  HUD  in  April   of  1970.     The 
Brunswick-King  Open  Space  Program  is  a  direct 
outgrowth  of  the  above  S  &  P  and  as  such 
enjoys  the  same  coninitment  from  BRA,  the  CDA 
and  the  Mayor's  Office. 

b.  Resident  Coirmitment  4 

The  Brunswick-King  S  &  P  application 
was  prepared  in  consultation  with  the 
Model   Neighborhood  Board.     The  MNB   represents 
the  citizens  of  the  Model   City  Area,  and  as 
such  reviews  and  approves  all   plans  and 
programs  undertaken  by  the  Model    Cities 
Agency.     There  are  in  operation  in  each 
■  •   subarea  committees  paralleling  the  functions 
of  the  MNB.     These  subarea  committees  consider 
matters  concerning  the  subarea  within  their 
jurisdiction.     Through  these  subarea  cormii  ttees 
the  MNB  maintains  continuous   contact  with  the 
residents  of  the  Model   Neighborhood  to  obtain 
the  benefit  of  their  ideas,   suggestions,   criticisms 
and  complaints.     Through  this  process  the  Model 
Cities  Administration  achieves  resident  partici- 
pation  in  all   planning  and  program  development. 

The  Brunswick-King  Open  Space   Program  is  a 
direct  and   functional    outgrowth  of  the  Burnswick- 
King  S  &  P,  which  was  approved  by  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  following  the  above-mentioned 
process. 

c.  Coordination  of  Resources  4    • 

The  BRA  is  the  official   planning  agency 
for  the  City  of  Boston.     As  such,  the  Model 
Cities  General    Development  Plan  was  done 
cooperatively  with  the  BRA  and  in  coordination 
with  MAPC/Boston  Area  objectives.     City  of 
Boston  Departnents  and  agencies  involved 
in  the  preparation  of  the  Brunswick-King  Open 
Space  program  are  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Dept.,  and  the  Model    Cities  Agency. 
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4.  Expansion  of  Housing  SCORE 

(541.18) 

a.  Expansion  6 

Low  and  moderate  income  housing  is 
being  significantly  expanded  in  Boston. 
The  major  limiting  factor  to  development 
has  been  the  scarcity  of  federal   housing 
subsidy  funds. 

As  shown  on  Table  One,  there  are  23,685 
units  of  low  to  moderate  inconie  housing  in 
Boston.     At  present,  an  additional   4,499  units 
are  under  construction,  and  the  BRA  is  aware 
of  approximately  8,357  units   that  are  in 
various  stages  of  planning  and  developmient. 
Within  the  Model    Cities  area  over  1,000 
dwelling  units  of  FHA  23b  housing  have  been 
or  are  in  the  process  of  being  rehabilitated. 
This  has  greatly  increased  the  supply  of 
low  and  moderate  income  housing  in  a  non- 
discriminatory way. 

b.  Dispersion  4 

The  City  of  Boston  is  taking  concrete 
steps  to  expand  low  income  housing  outside 
areas  of  concentration  of  economically 
disadvantaged  or  minority  citizens. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is 
currently  sponsoring  an   infill    housing 
program  consisting  of  1,000  units  of  low 
income  housing  throughout  the  City  on  vacant 
parcels  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston.     As  shown 
on  Map  1,  many  of  these  sites  are  outside  of 
areas  where  low  income  persons  are  currently 
concentrated.     To  date,  the  BRA  has   contracted 
with  two  developers  to  build  401  units. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  currently 
implementing  a  program  of  locating  low  income 
elderly  housing  outside  of  areas  of  high  concen- 
tration of  low  inconie  persons.     These  sites 
are  shown  on  Map  1.     To  date,  484  of  these 
units  are  being  developed.

5.     Conmunity  Devolopment 
(541.20) 

The  Brunswick-King  open  Space  Program  is 
necessary  to  undertake  and/or  support  the 
concentrated  coninunity  development  effort  of 
the  city  of  Boston  through  the  Boston  Model 
Cities  Program.     The  multi -faceted  Model   Cities 
effort   is  built  on  the  objective  of  bettering 
the  economic  and  social    position  of  Model 
Neighborhood  residents.     Specifically  the  Open 
Space  Program  is  vital   as   support  in  the 
following  programs  and  areas: 

a.  Publicly  supported  physical    development 

1)  The  OSP  reinforces  the  committment 
proposed  in  the  S  &  P  to  build  145 
units  of  housing  by  providing  needed 
open  space  to  the  residents  of  that 

■   housing  and  the  entire  area  in  general. 

2)  The  OSP  provides   recreation  sites  that 
will   be  supported,  maintained,  and  staffed 
by  Model    Cities  personnel   under  a   recreation 
program  supported  by  Model    Cities  and  the 

•  •  Boston   Parks  Department. 

b.  Social   Development  Activities 

1)  The  OSP  provides  recreational  facilities 
needed  to  implement  Model  Cities  youth 
programs  sorely  lacking  in  the  OSP  service 
area. 

c.  Economic  Development  Activities 

The  OSP  will   provide  employment  for  area 
residents  that  will    be  augmented  by  man- 
power training  programs   supported  by 
Model   Cities. 
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
